“Great honors are great 

burdens.”-Ren Johnson. 

When Prince Albert became 
a popular figure at many public 
functions, h e assumed his offic¬ 
ial duties and responsibilities 
without any special honors or 
titles. However on his twenty- 
first birthday he was elected by 
the King to the oldest and the 
most illustrious Order of Chiv¬ 
alry in the land, a Knight of 
the Garter. In the birthday 
honor lists of 1920, Prince Al¬ 
bert was raised to the Peerage 
and the announcement stated 
that he had become the Duke of 
York, which i# always conferred 
on the King’s son or brother 
and it is not an hereditary title 
like the Dukedom of Cornwall. 
On the 23rd day of June of that 
same year, he sat in the House 
of Lords for the first time. A 
member of the Royal Family 
does not receive the right to 
sit and vote in this Upper 
House by the factitself that he 
is a Prince of Royal Blood* 

lie received the second high¬ 
est honor in the land when he 
was elected to the Order of the 
Thistle, which Knighthood was 
revived by King James 11. This 
ancient Order of Chivalry was 
founded by King Edward the 
Third and since that early time 
many great men had held this 
title. It was supposed to have 
dated back to the days when 
King Achaiug of Scotland ach¬ 
ieved a remarkabl e victory over 
Athelstan, King of the Saxons, 
and a study of the document 
authorizing the title contains 
lhi s fact. In 1930 he was award 
ed the title of a Knight of St. 
Patrick. 

Th e Present King holds other 
Knighthoods, including a num¬ 
ber from other lands, such as 
the Grand Cross of tile Order of 
Carol 1 of Roumania, t lie Order 
of St. Vladimir of Russia, etc. 

lie became a member of liis 
Majesty’s Privy Council in 1925 
and ontwo occasions h e was a 
member of the Council ol Stat¬ 
es, namely, in 1929 when the 
late King George V was very 
sick, and in 1936. 

There is a common notion a- 
mongst the general public that 
history has provided more trag 
edies and events to the holders 
of the title of 1 lie 1 lince of 
Wales than to the Dukes of 
York, but that is wrong, though 
tJiis statement may surprise 
many readers. In fact, from the 
earliest days when the title of 
the Duke of York cam e into ex¬ 
istence there has been a long 
list of happenings of great his¬ 
torical significance that evolved 
from this title. Two Dukes of 
York died while fighting with 
their armies. Edward, the first 
holder of this title and the son 
of Edmond Langley, died in the 
Battle of Agiucourt in 1415. 
Richard Plantagenet, another 
holder of thi# title, was slain 
at Wakefield. One Duke of 
York was murdered, one was 
executed, two wer e forced to 
live throughout their lives in 
exile in foreign lands, and two 
others, Edward VI and Henry 
VIII had very exciting chapters 
in their history. No less than 
six Dukes of York, which is 
not an hereitary title since the 
days of King Edward VI, as¬ 
cended to the throne and they 
became the official heads of 
the Royal Family, namely, 
Ring Edward IV, King llenry 
VI11, King Charles 1, King 
James 11, King George V, and 

now our own King George VI.

Work on the additional floor 
a,.ace and scouring plant jo 
tii g Golden Fleece Woollen Mills 
at Mngrath is progressing rapid 
ly now, a large addition being 
built on the north to house the 
machinery for the manufactnr 
mg end of the business. The 
old Royal Bank building, don¬ 
ated by the Town of Magrath 
to the project will be used as 
oil ices and for finishing rooms 
for the product of the plant. It 
is expected to have the mill in 
operation by July 1st of this 
year. 

Grant Eggerslon who is to 
he mpnager of the new mill 
ha# had years of experience in 
this industry in Utah and Or¬ 
egon, and at present lie and 
Otto Mehr, Manager of the 
l.ognuknit and a director of the 
Woollen Mill are in the cast 
purchasing the machinery for 
the new mill, it is expected that 


to begin with, manufacture 
v ill be confined to blankets of 
various styles and weights in¬ 
cluding fancy ones for various 
uses. As the industry progesses 
other lines will he added, until 
all the woollen wants of West 
ern Canadians will be catered 
to in this mill.

BE REGISTERED 

All owners of small arms, 
pistols, six-shooters, etc., are 
required by law to have these 
arms registered at the office 
of the nearest R.C.M.P. office 
before June 1st. 

We should like to remind our 
readers that this is more than 
a request it is the law. Thos» 
who fail to make this registrat 
j ion and are found in possession 
j of these arm# are liable to have 
them confiscated and also li¬ 
able to a fine. Constable Ellis 
is desirous that owner# heed 
thin warning and get these 
arm# i\wintered and avoid my 
I oublc when trie day# of grace 
«v/ e over. 


occured in more or less restrict 
ed areas. For these reasons, it 
is essential that farmers and 
horsemen acquire all the infor¬ 
mation they can regarding the 
preventive measures that may 
be taken. 

Vaccination has been found 
to be the most effective method 
of control. Experiments con¬ 
ducted in Canada and the Un¬ 
ited States uphold this statem 
ent. The administration of vac¬ 
cine, however, i# a preventive, 
not a cure, and vaccination to 
be effective must be done BE¬ 
FORE th c disease is contracted. 

The first entirely satisfact¬ 
ory vaccine was developed for 
use on a large scale in 1938. It 
is known as “Chick” vaccine 
and large quantities of it are 
now available in the prairie 
provinces under a co-operative 
anangement made between the 
governments of Manitoba, Sask 
atchewan and Alberta, and the 
laboratories in New York, and 
manufacturers— the , Lederle 
Cutters Laboratory in Berkely 
California. 

Therefore, ther e is at our 
disposal a positive means of 
preventing an outbreak of this 
disease on a large scale. The 
price ol the vaccine, including 
the cost of administration, will 
not exceed one dollar per horse. 
Therefore, it ought to be poss 
iblc for the majority of the 
farmers in Alberta to vaccinate 
most of their horses. Vaccine 
properly administered assures 
protection for a period of six 
months. TSvo doses must be 
given, from seven to fourteen 
days apart, during the month 
oj April, and will provide im¬ 
munity until fall. It should be 
pointed out that two doses of 
vaccine are necessary for com¬ 
plete protection. 

Vaccine will be available at 
drug stores, municipal offices 
i'd from registered veterinar¬ 
ians in Alberta. Qualified veter 
inarians will administer the vac 
cine, but in districts where the 
veterinarian is not available,, 
arangements have been made 
ior some authorized person to 
leccive special instructions on 
the proper procedure for vac¬ 
cinating animals. 

Authorities agree that mares 
in foal may be vaccinated with 
safety, providing the vaccine is 
properly administered. Young 
foals are very susceptible to the 
I’iseasc, and the Department re¬ 
commend# that they be vaccin¬ 
ated when two or three days old 
providing they are normal at 
this time. Only about one-quart 
er of the dose foi an adult horse 
should be administered to a 
young foal. 

Farmers and horse owners 
are warned to be on guard a- 
pain.st unqualified persons ad¬ 
vocating the use of any other 
than “chick*' vaccine. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture has 
recommended the use of this 
product only after careful study 
and investigation, and as far as 
can be ascertained at the pre¬ 
sent time, there is no other 
1 >rrn of vaccine which is satis¬ 
factory. 

In conclusion, the Department 
of Agriculture strongly urges 
that all horse owners vaccinate 
their horses with “Chick” vac¬ 
cine during the month of April. 
If this is done, there will be 
little chance of an outbreak 
causing appreciable losses and 
owners may forget their wor¬ 
ries insofar as the danger of 
this diseas e i# concerned.

THIS SPEAKER SEES 
SANDLOT BASEBALL 
AS CHECK TO CRIME 


WHEN LIGHTNING STRIKES 


As sandlot baseball increases 
in a community, its juvenile 
crime rate decreases, Tris Speak 
er t former big-league player, 
points out] in the current Ttotar- 
ian magazine. 

The man regarded by many 
as baseball’s greatest outfielder 
now gives much of his time to 
spreading interest in the nation 
al pastime by teaching school 
boys its fundamentals. W ith 
Lew Fonesca, former White 
Sox star, and other players, he 
has conducted baseball schools 
in Chicago, Boston, and other 
cities—and few of the lads ever 
cut classes. 

“Nobody, of course, will ever 
be able to say just how much 
those boys learned from us 
about baseall,” comments Speak 
e*’. “But this we do know; their 
interest was stimulated to a 
high degree, and the police told 
us that juvenile delinquency de- 


i’eople no longer josh the 
farmer about buying lightning 
rods, partly becau e the light¬ 
ning-rod salesman has disap¬ 
peared and partly because the 
joshing smart alecks now know 
something about conductors of 
electricity. Many a farmer 
eventually learned that his gul- 
lii ility was proved not by the 
lightning-rod ; alesman but by 
1 ie neighors who kidded him 
into taking the rods off his 
barn. 

The first installation of light¬ 
ning rods on a public building 
was on the Church of St. Jacob 
in Hamburg in 1769. The Cath¬ 
edral at Siena wa s euipped un¬ 
der cover of darkness because 
the bublic considered it blas¬ 
phemy. Only a severe electric 
storm in which the cathedral 
suffered no harm, much to the 
amazement of the populace, 
saved the rods from dismantl¬ 
ing. At the University of Pad¬ 
ua an angry mob wanted to re¬ 
move the rods until they saw 
them carry harmlessly into the 
ground a lightning bolt which 
otherwise would have wrought 
great damage. 

And yet lightning rods do 
fail sometimes. The city hall in 
Brussels has 60 aigrettes or el¬ 
evation rods with a total of 
mor e than 500 points and a 
total contact area for the three 
ground electrodes of more than 
2,500,00 square feet, and yet 
it was filed by lightning. Light 
ning being carried off ignited a 
g. * Irak and fired the building. 

l iu* largest “lightning rod” is 
the Empire State building, 
which is struck during virtua¬ 
lly every storm but suffers no 
damage beeaus e of its steel con 
struct ion and steel mooring 
mast for dirgibles. Lightning 
rods had to be installed on the 
Washington Monument because 
it was constantly being struck 
and damaged.

Under expert and humanitar¬ 
ian direction the ray which has 
been termed “the diabolical 
product of a Satanic imaginat¬ 
ion" becomes a vital factor 
in the fight to save lives, by 
laying a geyn-destroying, it 
invisible curtain across the 
doors of nurseries, by keeping 
hospital rooms free of bacterial 
and fungus spores in the air 
>-nu by-killing these enemies 
of man on the surface of food 
and other objects. 

The discoverie; of scientists 
may he death rays or saver *, 
of human life, depending on 
the use to which man chooses 
to put the findings of the re¬ 
searchers. In wrong hands, the 
knowledge of the ultra-violet 
ray may conceivably become a 
ITreat to man kind. But under 
the direction of the experts 
death paradoxially means more 
ccjurity and abundance of life.

Tne health of seed grain is 
a factor of first importance n 
determining the yield and qual 
ilv of the crop. When all of the 
other factors such as fertility 
moisture and temperature are 
favourable for successful prod¬ 
uction, the crop may be a fail- 
uo because of parasites which 
are seed-borne, or because of 
natural or artificial injury of 
the seed. Ex per men Is conduct 
o Plant Pathology at Saskatoon 
states 11. W. Mead of that 
Laboratory, have shown that 
pi,nip seed wkhich is relatively 
frae of disease produces better 
crops than low quality seed 
under the same conditions. 

Examination of many sam¬ 
ples ol seed grain from differ¬ 
ent parts of Saskatchewan ov: 
a per od of years has shown 
that seme are relatively free 
ot disease organisms. It has 
been established by experiment 
that no increas e in yield can 
be expected ord Manly from 
treating healthy seed, but sub 
stant al benefits do accrue from 
treatment of diseased grain. 
As a preliminary precaution it 
c always advisable to have a 
germ nation test made and facil 
lties for such are provided by 
the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture in each province. 

It is poss l)le t 0 rid seed of 
most of the parasites it may 
carry, and there are several 
ways of doing it. Some fungi 
like that of loose smut of 
\\ .eat are established deep in 

eed and the difficult hot 
..atei treatment i s required to 
kill them. A more practical 
method of dealng with such a 
disease is (the use of a seed 
plot which may be rogued. The 
fungi which cause bunt of 
wheat, the smuts of oats il \d 
covered smut of barley are 
carried as spores and vegetat¬ 
ive structures on the surface 
of seeds or inside the chaff. 
These fungal particles may be 
killed by chemical treatment of 
soma sort. Formaldehyde still 
ranks among the foremost liq- 
u d treatments because of its 
cheapness and its general eff- 
tiveness, in spite of its tend¬ 
ency to injure the seed. To be 
effective, it must be properly ap 
plied otherwise its benefits do 
not compensate for the injury 
it causes It will control effect¬ 
ively the smuts of oats, bunt 
of spring wheat and covered 
smut and black loose smut of 
barley. It is hot advisable to 
treat shrivelled and other low 
grade seed with formaldehyde. 
Certain copper dusts, such as 
copper carbonate and basic cop 
per sulphate w 11 prevent bunt 
smut of wheat in the absence 
of soil infestation and will con 

trol some of the other diseases 
as well. Copper dusts, on the 
whole, are relatively ineffective 
against barley Hid oat smuts ex 
cept in hulless varieties. There

1 *y. These dusts will destroy 
also the seed-borne bacteria 
which cause halo blight and 
leaf spot of oats, and black 
chaff of wheat. They destroy 

:;eed-borne fungi which cause 
seedling blight fOd if applied 
not more than a few days be¬ 
fore seeding, provide a certain 
amount of protect'on against 
soil-inhabiting organisms that 
frequently attack germinating 
eeds. A dusting machine of 
some kind is necessary for the 
proper application of dust tre¬ 
atments. 

Seed treatments do not con- 
(rol stem or leaf rust of cereals. 
However, any treatment which 
vill a’d a quick germination 
and rapid growth has indirect 
benefits |i the event of rust 
attacks. This applieeg also to in¬ 
fect damage, particularly wire- 
worms. 

Information on seed treat¬ 
ments may be secured from 
the Dominion Laboratories of 
Plant Pathology at Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon and Edmonton.

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WEEKLY LETTER 
Pasture Gras??. ai d M xturea 

Early seeding is one ot the 
most important essentials in 
getting a stand of grasses and 
clovers. The chief reason lor 
this is because grass and clover 
seed should he seeded very slial 
low, not more than one inch hi 
depth and if seeding is delayed 
too long the surface soil be¬ 
comes too dry to germinate the 
seed. It is important also to 
have the seed bed firm, as the 
drill is liable to place the seed 
too deep in loose ground. Grass 
and clover seed should he seed 
ed just as early as the frost 
and moisture conditions will 
permit the drill to work satis¬ 
factorily. This often means the 
latter part of March. In any 
event, April seeding usually 
gives beter results than May or 
June seedings. 

Drought resistant grasses and 
legumes are natually the ones 
which should he chosen for dry 
land pastures. Of these, crested 
wheat grass is decidedly the 
best we can recommend. Brome 
grass is the next l>est choice. 
Tt is advisable also to include 
with either of these glasses a 
small proportion of a legume, 
preferably alfalfa or sweet 
clover.. The legume crops not 
only increase the palatability 
of the forage hut they add nit¬ 
rogen to th e soil which stimul 
ates the growth of the grass, 
making it more productive. 

In an experiment conducted 
at the Judith Basin Branch Ex 
periment Station in Montana 
where crested wheat grass was 
compared with native pasture 
from the standpoint of ca*vy¬ 
ing capacity, it was found that 
crested wheat grass could be 
pastured 39 days earlier than 
native pasture. Pasture fields 
23.6 acres in size were used 
for comparison and it was 


found that the average beef 
production for the past three 
years from the crested wheat 
grass was 3766 pounds nnd 
from the native pasture, 1737 
pounds, or an average gain per 
head of 271 pounds from the 
former and 1 15 from the latter. 

Under irrigated conditions 
there is a much wider range of 
grasses and clovers to select 
from for pasture purposes. The 
cost of tiie seed is therefore, a 
more important factor on irrig¬ 
ated lands. It should also he 
remembered that the more 
dominant grasses will gradually 
crowd the others out and in 
time take possession of the land 
Eleven different mixtures were 
seeded in adjoining plots app¬ 
roximately half an acre in size 
in a pasture field at the Leth¬ 
bridge Station two years ago. 
The habit of growth, product¬ 
iveness, palatability, etc., of 
these different mixtures should 
prove interesting to all who 
care to observe them during the 
growing season. Where short 
grasses that form a dense turf, 
such ;is Kentucky Blue Grass 
are used, it is advisable to 
choose White Clover as the 
legumes to accompany it. Wfliere 
grasses of a taller and coarser 
type are chosen, such as brome 
grass, alfalfa makes a more suit 
aide legume to include.

Our Edmonton Letter 

(T. B. Windross) 

Edmonton, April 11 — IIoj )0S 
of Alberta people that they 
would he able to benefit by the 
Federal Government’s plan of 
home-huilding were da lied last 
week when tile Alberta legis¬ 
late^ i rorogued without any 
sign of the legislation which 
Premier William Aberhart had 
promised would b e brought 
down, to protect investments 
under the Dominion Housing 
Act. 

Every province in Canada 
except Alberta has been enjoy¬ 
ing the benefits of that act for 
the past two years and more, 
hut not a dollar of the funds 
available has come into Al¬ 
berta because of the lack of con 
fidence in this government. 

A few weeks ago Premier 
Aberhart promised that legislat 
ion to protect such funds from 
tli is government’s interference 
with investemtns would l)e 
brought down at the house ses- 
ion then beginning. But no 
sign of it was seen, and finally 
municipalities and would-be 
investors and would-be home- 
owners, had to conclude that 
their plans must l>e dropped. 

After prorogation, Premier 
Aberhart referred inquiries on 
the subject to municipal auth¬ 
orities; municipal authorities 
could only refer questioners 
back to him or to loan organ¬ 
izations or to the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. No bill had been pass 
cd, or even introduced. 

It was known, however, that 
even if the Premier had carried 
out his promise to bring in such 
legislation, people with money 
to loan under the Federal IIous 
ing Act were not eager *to in¬ 
vest it in Alberta while the 
present government remains in 
power, because they could not be 
at all certain that whatever 
protection they might get this 
year would no l)e wiped out by 
new legislation at the next ses¬ 
sion cl the legislature. 

Tliat kind of thing has been 
happening since this govern 
mont asumed office; it now is 
c ncouraging debtors to repud¬ 
iate debts contracted even since 
this government came into pow 


er. Only by a last-minute 
change in the bill, just before 
the house was prorogued, did 
the government place it eli in 
the position of nullifying all tiio 
new agreements drawn up in 
the pah* ■ car by citizen- t- 
ors and creditors —undei tin 
terms of last ycaU Liivitaiion 
of Acetions act, making new 
ai rangements for extension of 
debts and lowered interest rat¬ 
es. By this bill as it was intro¬ 
duced at this session, all those 
agreements w juld have to bo 
done over again. But there wan 
conference between the Cabinet 
and lion. J. C. Bowen, Lieuten 
ant-governer. And while it is 
not known what the Lieutenant- 
governor told Premier Aber¬ 
hart and lh e others, it i s known 
that before the time came for 
Hon. Mr. Bowen to give assent 
to the bill, it had been changed 

for the benefit of honest debtors

Premier Aberhart denied ox¬ 
er th e week-end that he intends 
to go to Quebec to attend a con¬ 
vention, on June IK, of the “Soc 
ial Credit League of Canada. * 
lie also denied that lie had any 
knowledge of Social Credit 
members of the legislature or o. 
the Dominion parliament at¬ 
tending. The denials came aftei 
a dispatch from Quebec which 
said that Premier Aberhart had 
assured the people who are at¬ 
tempting to organize a party 
there that he would attend thi 
convention, “unless it proves 

impossible at the last minute.”
